* -se understanding between the im­ 
perial Prem ier and the republicans 
who have again offered him th-' pres 
idency. 
The fact that the abdica ion of the 
throne has been decided upon is not 
known to the general public in Pe­ 
kin and the skillful m anner in which 
the transition is being effected leaves 
small appiehension of disturbances.

Prince Kung, leader of 
the Mongolian anti-abdicationists, and 
Prince Su of the Board of Depend­ 
encies have gone to Manchuria.
